TO CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE 


Operator Who Tried to Corner 
Wheat in 1897-1898 and Failed, 
Asks Reinstatement. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Joseph Leli- 
ter, whose attempt to corner the 
wheat market in 1898 ended dis- 
astrously. appealed today for re- 
instatement as a member of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

Leiter is defendant in litigation 
pending with a sister and his 
brother-in-law, Earl Curzon, for- 
mer British Foreign Affairs secre-— 
tary, whose first wife was Mary 
Lelter, a sister of Joseph and 
daughter of Levi Z. Leiter, pioneer 
merchant, whose estate is involved. 
Joseph Leiter is a trustee of the 
estate. 

Leiter went Into the wheat cor- 
ner in 1897 on the “bull” side. At 
the end of that year, he is credited 
with having had 9,126,000 bushel 
of wheat, which had cost him 
probably from 80 to 86 cents a 
bushel. Wheat Wad’ sold on Dec. | 
9 at $2.09 a bushel. P. D. Ar- 
mour is credited with chartering 
a score of lake vessels, hiring ice 
breakers and bringing down 
through the Soo canal, from Du- 
luth, some 2000,000 bushels. . Big 
receipts had forced the market 
down to 97% cents. 

Leiter’s more than 9,000,000 
bushels were costing him $4450 a 
day for insurance and storage. and 
1898 brought a declining market 
and then came the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. On June 10, a Govern- 
ment crop report indicated a rec- 
ord crop and the next day the price 
collapsed to 89 cents. Leiter’s loss 
has been estimated at between $2,- 
000,000 and $3.000,000., 


HEALTH COMMISSIONER STARTS 
INQUIRY INTO “LOONEY GAS” 


Starkloff Questions Standard Oil 
Men On What Effect Tetra- 
Ethyl Has on Public. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff 
has begun an inquiry into tetra- 
ethyl gas, or “looney gas,’ as it 
is called in the Hast where sev- 
eral men died from its fumes in 
laboratory tests. 

Representatives of the Standa:d 
Oil Co., which is selling the mix- 
ture in gasoline in St. Louis and 
throughout this district, and of the 
concern that manufactures tetra- 
ethyl, appeared before the Health 
Commissioner today and were 
questioned at length concerning 
tetra-ethyl and the possible effect 
on the public health in its general 
use. 

The Health Commissioner was 
told that the New York Health 
Commissioner acted with undue 
haste when he ruled against sale 
of ethyl gas in New York, as none 
of it had ever been sold there. 
It was also stated that fumes from 
ethyl, as diluted at filling stations, 
are not poisonous, according to 
tests now being made in Pittsburg. 

No action was taken by the 
Health Commissioner, who said he 
and the city chemist wishes . to 
make further inquiries of cities 
where health departments have 
taken \action on the matter.

The funeral of Ellis Wain- 
wright, wealthy former brewer, 
will be held at 10 a. m. tomorrow 
at the funeral chapel at 3621 Olive 
street. The funeral] service will be 
read by the Rev. Leighton H. Nu- 
gent, rector ef St. John's Episco- 
pal Church, and former Judge 
Henry 8S. Priest, a personal friend, 
will speak. 

Following cremation, the ashes 
will| be placed in the Wainwright 
family mausoleum in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, where Wainwright's 
parents and his wife, who died in 
1891, are buried. 

Wainwright, who was 74 years 
old, died from a paralytic stroke 
yesterday afternoon at the Buck- 
ingham Hotel, where he had occu- 
pled a suite of five rooms since 
last June. He returned to St. Louis 
in May from New York, believing 
that he had not long to live, and 


"wishing to die and be buried in his 


home city. He was suffering from 
hardening of the arteries, and had 
suffered one paralytic stroke be- 
fore’ coming here. Another stroke 
came last Sunday, and the third at 
noon yesterday. 

Nieces Only Near Relatives. 

The only near relatives are two 
nieces, Mrs. K. A. Stimpson of 
Paris, wife of the former rector 
of St. John's Episcopal Church 
here, and Mrs. Thomas May otf 
Harrisburg, Pa. They are the 
daughters of Wainwright's sister, 
the late Mrs. Kate Baker. 
Mrs. May was at her uncle's bed- 
sie when he died. Personal friends 
who were present were Norman 
Jones, Marion C, Early, Herman C. 
Stifel and W. A. Haren, who had 
charge of Wainwright's business 
affairs. 
He was the son of Samuel Wain- 


| wright, founder of the Wainwright 


brewery, Tenth and Papin streets. 


}Inheriting control of the property, 


he was one of the prime movers in 
the formation of the St. Louis 
Brewing Association, known als> as 
the English Syndicate, which ab- 
sorbed about 20 local brewing 
properties. The price obtained for 
the Wainwright Brewery made him 
independently wealthy. 


His mother, Mrs. Catherine 
Wainwright, bought from Daniel 
Catlin in 1891 the northwest corner 
of Seventh and Chestnut stteets 
for $127,500, and there built the 
first St. Louis office building of 
modern steel construction, the 
Wainwright Building. The build- 
ing, first occupied in 1892, is a 
nine-story structure, and proved a 
very profitable investment. Wain- 
wright inherited the chief interest 
in this property from his mother. 
The site is now considered as being 
worth three times what Mrs. Wain- 
wright paid for it. 

Wainwright was one of the 
directors of the St. Louis & Subur- 
ban when that line was an inde- 
pendent street railway system. In 
1901-02, in Circuit Attorney Folk’s 
investigation of the attempted 
passage of a new franchise bill for 
the Suburban, it developed that 
Wainwright had signed notes on 
which the money used in an at- 
tempted bribery deal, $135,000. 
had been raised. As a result of 
Folk’s inquiry, Wainwright and 
anather director of the Suburban, 
Henry Nicolaus, were indicted on 
bribery charges. 

Nicolaus appeared for trial, and 
the case was dismissed by Judge 
Ryan after the State had made its 
presentation. Wainwright, who was 
in Paris at the time, chose to re- 
main abroad. At that time the 
treaties with France and other 
European nations did not specify | 
bribery as an extraditable offense. 

In April, 1911, Wainwright ap- 
peared in St. Louis and went imme- 
diately to court, where his case was 
set for the following November. 
When it was called Circuit Attorney 
Seebert Jones entered a nolle pros. 
Jones gave out a statement that 
evidence was lacking, through the 
death of an important witness. The 
case was dismissed. Wainwright's 
friends have always said that he 
did not know of the bribery deal, 
and signed the notes as a matter 
of business routine. 

Wainwright, though he expressed 
great gratification at being back in 
St. Louis, did not remain here long, 
but.made his home in New York. 
During his long stay in Paris he 
was host to many St. Louis tourists,

The lead of Senator Brookhart 
over Daniel F. Steck, Democratic 
candidate, today was cut from 1116 
to 1025 by corrections in the un- 
offocial count by auditors in half 
a dozen counties. The revised to- 
tals are Brookhart, 447,530 and 
Steck, 446,505. 

The first definite word of a pos- 
sible contest came last night with 
the announcement by Secretary of 
State Ramsay that he had been ad- 
vised by Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman Clyde L. Herring that 
the senatorial race would be con- 
tested. Ramsay said he had notil- 
fied all county Auditors to take 
great care in preservation of the 
ballots preparatory to the official 
count. 

Senator Brookhart considers 
himself elected. He arrived here 
early today for the purpose of tak- 
ing a personal hand in the check of 
the State being made by his cam- 
paign headquarters. 

The sudden disappearance of 
Steck’s lead of 4000 when strag- 
gling rural and city precincts re- 
ported held the attention of both 
Republican and Democratic party 
leaders yesterday, The Brookhart 
majority reached a bare 40 votes 
at 9 a. m., amounted to about 1000 
at noon and never thereafter de- 
creased materially. An explana- 
tion suggested by Brookhart head- 
quarters for the sharp reduction of 
the Steck majority was that when 
election boards considered their 
counties com@lete they had not 
taken into account all the remote 
precincts. 

The county canvass to begin 
Monday probably will not be com- 
pleted until the latter part of the 
week.

NO EXTRA SESSION 
OF NEW CONGRESS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Presi- 


dent Coolidge has no plans for 
calling an extra session after next 
March 4, of the new Congress, it 


was said today at the White 
House. 

The President, it was added, ex- 
pects to have such legislation as 
is necessary as a result of the 
proposed investigation of farming 
conditions passed at the coming 
short session of the present Con- 
gress. 

It was stated officially also that 
Mr. Coolidge did not plan to re- 
open the question of tax reduction 
at the coming session. It was said, 
however, that the subject would 
be discussed with congressional 
} leaders ‘before the President takés’ 
any definite position in this re- 
gard. 

The President turned his atten- 
tion today to the legislative pro- 
gram and discussed plans for the 
coming short session of Congress 
with Senators Curtis of Kansas, 
Republican whip, and Moses, Re- 
publican, of New Hampshire. 
Both were of the opinion that the

nation did not want an extra #es- 
sion, and only the necessity of 
emergency legislation would lead 
the President to call the new Con- 
gress before its regular meeting 
time, a year from this December. 

Moses expressed the belief that 
farm legislation also could wait 
until the facts on agricultural con- 
ditions could be definitely deter- 
mined by the commission proposed 
by President Coolidge. It is wh- 
likely, Moses said, that this i 
tigation can be completed and re- 
ports drawn until last of nex’ year.

MELLON TO BE 
KEPT IN CABINET

ile he made no statement, it 
was learned today that Mellon will 
continue as chief of the Treasury 
Department, if President Coolidge 
wishes it. Friends of the Presi- 
dent {ndicate the entire decision 
is up to Mellon. Mr. Coolidge wil! 
be glad enough to have him stay. 

About the Treasury secretary, 
President Coolidge will build a re- 
inforced program of economy, 
which he regards as the impor- 
tant mandate of the election. And 
Mellon, it became known, will 
continue his fight for sciéntific 
revenue revision, with lower sur- 
taxes. 

It fs not the intention of the 
President now to recommend a 
new revenue bill to the short sea- 
sion of Congress. Secretary Mel- 
lon will point to the taxation re- 
forms he considers necessary in 
his annual report to Congress, 
which will be submitted next 
month, but the matter will stop 
there as far as the executive 
branch is concerned. 

Mr. Coolidge, according to per- 
sons in his confidence, prefers to 
await the incoming of the new 
Congress before presenting his 
program. Very little will be asked 
of the short session beginning in 
December aside from the regular 
appropriation bills. 

For Strict Economy. 

Spokesmen for the President 
made clear today he is in favor 
of strict and undisguised economy 
in government. Economy and 
governmental expenditures were 
topics at the first important con- 
ference held following his elec- 
tion. Representative Madden 
(Rep.) ef Illinois, chairman of the 
House ppropriations Committee, 
hastened to Washington to consult 
with Mr. Coolidge in advance of 
beginning hearings on the big sup- 
ply bills. 


At the White House Madden de- 
clared in favor of a further de- 
crease in taxes and outlined a plan 
for translating speedily any size- 
able surplus of the Treasury into 
tax reduction. It is to pass a law 
requiring the Secretary of the 
Treasury to report to the President 
any surplus exceeding $25,000,000, 
following which the President 
would be authorizéd to instruct the 
Treasury to turn the surplus back 
to the taxpayers proportionately. 

There is some doubt that. the 
plan would be far-sighted, since at 
present surpluses are applied auto- 
matically toward retiring principal 
of the national debt, thereby reduc- 
ing interest. 

Treasury officials did not take 
kindly to the idea. The Treasury 
constantly borrows money in its 
operations and a- surplus at y 
given time may mean nothin. 

Based on a year’s operation the 
law might not prove an economy, 
because in the long run the less 
paid out in interest the more eco- 
nomical the operation of govern- 
ment becomes. 

Chairman Madden announced he 
will start Monday with preperation 
of the treasury and postoffice bills, 
following with consideration of the 
agriculture, interior, navy and 
army appropriations. He will be- 
gin a hunt for unexpended bal- 
ances in the Government establish- 
ments and seek to have them 
turned into the treasury. He said 
he believed there is a surplus of 
between $400,000,000 and 3$600,- 
000,000 in the railroad administra- 
tion represénting adjustment funds. 

Basis of Madden's Pian. 

His revénue-reduction plan was 
based on the theory that the Gov- 
ernment will spend less when it is 
broke. In an interview Chairman 
Madden said: 

“The vote Tuesday is a mandate 
to the Government to carry out the 
policy of economy and

the Appropriations Committee will 
start Monday the preparation of 
several bills so as to have them 
ready for the House when it meets. 

“T believe there should be a re- 
duction in taxes. If the President 
finds that a reduction is possible I 
am in-favor of giving it to him at 
once. I believe that the Govern- 
ment should proceed in the most 
economical way. The best way to 
do this is to keep the Government 
hard up, without too large a bal- 
ance.”’ 

Madden opposed increasing sec-+ 
ond-class mail rates, as proposed 
when plans were being considered 
for .Increasing the pay of postal 
employes. 

While the President was dis- 
cussing appropriations, news that 
Secretary Mellon had decided to 
stay in the Cabinet, if Mr. Coolidge 
wanted him, caused continued talk 
about some of the other places. 
Acting Secretary Gore of the Agri- 
cultural Department was in touch 
with the White House and report- 
ed that he did not take office as 
Governor of West Virginia, to 
which he was elected Tuesday, un- 
til. March 4. 

This permits the President to 
name the Agricultural Secretary 
when he makes his other Cabinet 
adjustments. He has asked the 
farm organizations to send in 
names, and an active campaign has 
been started by Republican Con- 
gressmen to get _the place for 
Frank O. Lowden, ,

Indications That They Con- 
tained Strychnine Poison- 
ing Found at Autopsy. 


Indications that strychnine pois- 
oning caused the death of Howard 
Partney, 22-months-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard Partnéy, 2701A 
South Tenth street, an hour after 
he had eaten several sugar-coated 


pills which he found on the floor 
of his home yesterday, caused Cor- 
oner Richter to postpone the in- 
quest today so the manufacturers 
of the pills may be questioned. 

After examining an autopsy re- 
port, Dr. Richter expressed the 
opinion that death was caused by 
strychnine, traces of which he said 
were found. He has the bottle from 
which the pills came, labeled ‘‘Cal- 
A-Pax Angules,”” and bearing the 
name 
St. Louis.” The label recommends 
them for liver treatment and as a 
laxative. 

Dr. Richter said that strychnine 
is frequently used in such medi- 
cine, and he desires to ascertain 
the exact amount used in this par- 
ticular preparation and if possible | 
persuade the manufacturers’ to 
place a warning on their labels. 

The child had got. the pills, 
which had been spilled from the 
bottle, while his mother was busy 
at household tasks. A physician 
was called, but the child died in 
convulsions. 

Officials of the “Cal-A-Pax’’ Co. 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment today. The firm is not listed 
in the City Directory or other 
available reference books.

NEW ADVANCES IN 
DIAGNOSIS TOLD 
UF BY DR. MAYO 


Surgeon to Become Merely 
a Highly Skilled Mechan- 
ical Worker He Says in 
an, Address Here. 


EXACTNESS IN DATA 
IS NOW ASSURED 


Ultra-Microscope Makes Ex- 
amination of Tiny Par- 
ticles in Blood Stream 
Possible Before Operation 


Recent advances in diagnosiaz, 
through a more minute examina- 
tion of the blood stream than has 
heretofore been possible, will call 
the internist and the laboratory ex- 
pert to the aid of the surgeon and 
will make the surgeon merely a 
highly skilled mechanical worker, 
Dr. William J. Mayo, of Rochester, 
M:nn., internationally famous sur- 
geon, said in an address last night 
before the St. Louls Medical So- 
ciety, 35265 Pine street. 

“The old masters,” said Dr. 
Mayo.” were forced to do much of 
their work preliminary to an op- 
They were at 
once diagnosticilan, surdeon, and 
whatnot. The surgeon who pre- 
pares for an operation today un- 
@er the most advanced methods, 
calls in the advice of the internist 
and laboratory expert and they 
1urnish him with his preliminary 
data which is mathematically ex- 
act. 

“The latest advances in examin- 
ation of a patient, which are made 
possible by the ultra-microscope, 
allow the diagnostician to examine 
tiny particles of matter in the 
blceod stream known as colloids, 
where with the microscope he 
could not go substantially below 
the corpuscles and blood platelets. 


Exactness in Treatment. 

“So it is that diabetes, jaundice 
or other ailments may be treate 
with mathematical exactness and 
patients suffering from such dis- 
eases may be rehabilitated befors 
an operation because the surgeon 
/knows exactly what course to 


take.” 

Dr. Mayo in his address gave 
descriptions of the most advanced 
uses of the ultra-microscupe but 
confessed laughingly that he didn’t 
know how to.do many of them. 

‘That is up to the laboratory man 
and the internist,” he said. “The 
surgeon is concerned with the op- 
eration itself.’’ 

Dr. Mayo said that with advance1 
methods of examination diabetes, 
for example, may be detected in 
patients before sugar is excreted. 
There is a “threshold,” he said, to 
which sugar content In the blood 
must rise before it overflows and 
is excreted to betray diabetes. Long 
before this stage an examination of 
the tiny colloids of the blood un- 
der the ultra-microscope may show 
a sugar content and the patien* 
may be treated and cured in less 
time than his disease would be- 
come known under old methods of 
diagnosis. 


Describes Methods. 

The methods described by Dr. 
Mayo are in use at the famous Mayon 
clinic at Rochester, which was 
founded by his father, William W. 


Mayo, and is now operated by him 
and his brother, Charles H. Mayo 
who is equally famous. Much of 
Dr. Mayo's address last night was 
given to a description of the appli- 
cation of the new diagnosis to sur- 
gery at the Mayo clinic. 

The chief use of the method is 
the rehabilitation of patients suf- 
fering from diabetes or other dis- 
eases so that they may be operated 
upon as safely as a patient who is 
not suffering from disease. Inci- 
dentally the use of the ultra-mic- 
roscope often reveals diseases not 
known before the examination and 
enables the internist to correct the 
condition in a few days, before the 
operation. 

Dr. Mayo, who made the trip on 
the Mississippi to St. Louis from 
Winona, Minn., in his 120-foot 
ocean-going yacht, “North Star,” 
departed early today for Cairo, Til, 
where he will make another ad- 
dress. Aboard the yacht, the fa- 
mous surgeon carries on his regu- 
lar office routine assisted by his 
secretary. Members of his family 
and a crew of six men make up 
the rest of the craft’s complement.

She was not given 
her wish, as returns are not made 
public, but only payment figures. 
Attaches of the office. expect the 
publicity of income taxes will be 
taken advantage of by lawyers for 
women seeking divorces, to deter- 
mine how much alimony to seek. 
Also, they think, Prospective in- 
vestors in business may be inter- 
ested. 


A person seeking a tax payment 
figure must present the name of 
the taxpayer. The file number is 
furnished by an office employe and 
another employe looks up the ac- 
count on presentation of the num- 
ber, shoving the amount paid to 
the inquirer. '

FOR MAN CONVICTED IN COUNTY 


Ray Oburn, Serving 10 Years for 
, to Be Released at Re- 
quest of Fred Easen and Others.

TEFFERSON CITY,” Nov. 7.— 


Ray Oburn, serving a 10-year sen- 
tence in the penitentiary from St. 
Louis County for grand larceny, 
today was granted a commutation 
of sentence to six years by Gov.

She was seized by 
three men, one of whom threatenei 
her with a pisto!, and the earrings 
forcibly removed. -A suit against 
Oburn by the Kriege woman, 
charging assault and personal in- 
jury was settled for $250. 

The commutation of sentence 
was recommended by Fred Essen. 
Republican machine “boss” of St. 
Louis County; Prosecuting Attor- 
ney-elect Fred Mueller, Louis A. 
Louck, C. J. O’Brien, a member of 
the Legislature, and others. No 
recommendation from the trial 
Judge appears on the parole pa- 
pers. 

Oburr's father, E. A. Oburn, is 
a contractor in St. Louis. 

Mueller’s letter of recommenda- 
tion stated a point in favor of 
Oburn was that during the robbery 
of the Kriege woman he ordered 
his companions, who were not ap- 
prehended, not to carry out a 
threat to beat the woman over the 
head with a pistol. This threat was 
made, it was said, when she reaist- 
ed the robbers.

Cites Question as_ to 
Whether Buildings Other 
Than War Memorial, May 
Be Put Up’on Property. 


When a committee of Circuit 
Judges asked the Citizens’ Super- 
visory Bond Issue Committee yes- 
terday to make provision in next 
year’s bond program for the new 
$4,000,000 courthouse, erection of 
which facing Memorial Plaza was 
approved by the people at Tues- 
day's election, an objection was 
raised by a plaza site opponent. 

The objector was W. Palmer 


Clarkson, a member of the super- 
visory committee and presideng of 
the Chamber of Commerce, ho 
was aligned with the interests that 
obtained the referendum on the 
site. He said that before action 
was taken on courthoust plang the 
question of whether buildings may 
be erected on the plaza, aside from 
the war veterans’ memorial, should 
be settled. 
=a ig Plan. 

The courthouse is to be built on 
the eastern two-thirds-of the block 
bounded by Twelfth boulevard and 
Market, Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets, a vacant lot owned by the 
city. The plaza bond item provided 
for acquisition of the Twelfth 
boulevard strip of this block as 
part of the plaza, and no building 
is proposed for this strip. 

Gipndy B. Arnold, counsel for the 
Chamber of Commercé, had sub- 
mitted an opinion that nothing but 
the memorial building could be 
bulit on plaza land. 

Judge Calhoun, head of the ju- 
dicial delegation, pointed out to the 
Supervisory Committee 
new courthouse would face and not 
be on the plaza. Clarkson replied 
that the strip it faced might be 
construed to be its entrance, or 
woes | Yar which might be fllegal..Iudge 
Calhoun declared that this fear 
was groundless. 


In answer to the opinion of At- 
torney Arnold, City Counselor 
Senti submitted to the committee 
an opinion of former City Coun- 
selor Haid. The Haid opinion 
held that not all of the land men- 
tioned in the plaza item had to be 
taken for the plaza, as the item 
was not mandatory in this respect. 
However, it said, property men- 
tioned in the item and acquired for 
some other use could not be paid 
for with plaza bond money. 

Proposed Auditorium Site. 

It is proposed to build the mu- 
ticipal auditorium on part of the 
double block bounded by’ Market 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets 
and Clark avenue—land mentioned 
in the plaza item. President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Service 
said that Haid and Ben\H. Charles, 
special bond counsel for the cttly, 
had assured him it would be legal 
to buy the proposed auditorium site 
with plaza bond funds. However, 
the auditorium is not part of the 
immediate program and questions 
concerning it have not ben brought 
to a head. 

Kinsey offered the opinion that 
“the plaza,” because of its Spanish 
derivation, connotes an artistically 
grouped series of buildings. 

Acting Chairman Carpenter of 
the Supervisory Committee an- 
nounced that the committee would 
consider the request for super- 
vision of architects for plaza 


‘buildings if the Board of Public 


Service submits it in the projected 
19825 bond program. City officials 
think a commission of architects 
will require most of the next year 
to prepare co-ordinated plans for 
plaza buildings.

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KEEPING THE 
CHILD FIT

UT your child to bed at night 

with a reasonable degree of 

poise in mind and body, and you 
will thus tend to make his school 
recitations and his final promotion 
matters of assurance. Manage to 
have his sleep strictly an affair of 
refpeshment and recuperation. If 
you have not carefully tried out a 
plan of bedtime mind training for 
your schoo] boy or girl, you may 
be surprised and delighted at the 
results thus attainable. 

Unfortunately, I find many homes 
have gradually fallen into the prac- 
tice of an extra bedtime meal. Last 
night I saw an liilustration of the 
point at issue. Two children, of 
the grammar school age, about‘to 
retire, enjoy a hearty meal at 10:45 
p. m.—doughnuts, pickles, sand- 
wiches—and hurried off to bed. 

Far be it from me to deny the 
boys and girls their “eats” and 
their good times, but I do protest 
against allowing active children 
heavy food so late in the .evening 
that they are practically certain to 
sleep in a cumatose state instead of 
enjoying unobstructed sleep. 

Two emall matters will set us 
right here. First, aim to make the 
bedtime mea] light—if there must 
be one atall. Second, use only raw 
foods, for these tend to go on their 
way through the bodily processes 
during sleep, while cooked foods 
taken before retiring tend to bring 
clog and coma. 

Honey, nuts and fruits may be 
fei to children at bedtime in small 
amounts without serious impair- 
ment of body or mind. After such 
a plan of bedtime nourishment they 
will rise next morning with a clear 
eye, a bright mind and alert to go 
to school. 

Whatever you do as to the mat- 
ter suggested above, be assured that 
someone must manage your child's 
mind in a definite, thoughtful man- 
ner, or he will gradually become 
poisoned by wrong habits of bed- 
time eating and his learning will 
suffer accordingly. The education 
of your child includes his program 
of eating, sleeping and exercise 
quite as much as it includes his 
studying and reciting. 


If you do not care to add corn- 
starch or rice to the salt, keep the 
shaker, when not in use in a-cov- 
ered jelly glass and the salt will not 
become damp.
